W ashington, Doc, 
29.—Tin- 
inter­ 
state commerce commission has an­ 
nounced its decision on the petition of 
the W estern Union and Postal Tele­ 
graph companies for modification of 
the rulings of the commission in re­ 
gard to w hat sh ill constitute payment 
for transporation and to the issuance 
and use of free passes, so far as such 
rulings m ight control or govern cer­ 
tain contracts entered into between 
the telegraph and railroad companies. 
The substance of the decision is that 
as a telegraph service along its right 
of way is essential to the safe oper.. 
tion of its trains, a railroad company 
or a group of separately incorporated 
generally recognized 
as a “railway 
system ” may lawfully contract to fit ■- 
nish free or reduced rates to a tei • 
graph company for such of its officer ,, 
men, m aterials and supplies as are r ■ 
quired in connection w ith the con­ 
struction, m aintenance and operation 
of such a line and service on its 
own right of way, and the legality of 
such free or reduced rates of trans­ 
portation is not affected by the fact 
th at the telegraph company may also 
use such telegraph line in connection 
with its telegraph service to the pub­ 
lic.

at the A. and 'N. College. 


College Station, Texas, Dec. If. 
—Prof. E. J. Kyle of the horticul­ 
tural department, who has general 
oversight of 
the 
substations, at 
Troup and Beeville, has just re­ 
ceived a good collection of citrus 
fruits from Superintendent W. A. 
Washita of the Beeville station. 
The collection includes 
two or 
three varieties of oranges, three va­ 
rieties of pomelos, or grape fruit, 
and two varieties of kumquats. 
Among the oranges are the Sat­ 
suma, which is grown in a number 
of localities in the coast country, 
and tile Dugat, a variety originate 
at Beeville by W. S. Dugat. 
It is

seedling 
Dugat oranges

College Station, T ex., Dec. 15.— 
Mr. W. S. Hoskins, superinten­ 
dent of the Troupe subexperitnent 
station, was here a few days ago 
in consultanion with Prof. E. J. 
Kyle of the horticultural depart­ 
ment in regard to new lines of ex ­ 
periment to be taken up next year. 
He has now rounded up the work 
of the past year and a bulletin will 
soon be issued showing the results 
obtained. 
As a result of the past 
year’s work two facts of impor­ 
tance to truck growers have be­ 
come clear. 
The first is that the 
potash in the ordinary commercial 
fertilizer is not only of no use 
; whatever to tomatoes and potatoes 
I in the sandy soils of East Texas, 


I but it is in some cases an absolute 
detriment to those crops. 
This 
fact had l>eeti observed and pub­ 
lished in bulletin form last year, 1 
I and this year’s crop confirms the 
j correctness of the former conclu­ 
sion. 
The same results were ob-; 
tained on the station 
farm 
at 
Troupe and on a number of co-op­ 
erative test farms 
belonging tp 
private parties. 
The other result obtained is that 
Texas grown seed potatoes are la t­ 
ter than Northern grown seed. 
It 
has been found that 
the home 
grown seed potatoes produce a bet­ 
ter stand and a larger yield, tho’ 
they mature a little latter than the 
Northern seed. 
The farmer, too, 
must pay for the Northern grown 
seed potatoes at the rate of $ 1.50 
per 
bushel, while by planting a 
small patch of potatoes in the fall 
he can grow his own seed at very 
slight cost. 
Thus the superiority of another 
Texas product is demonstrated as 
a result of l ie work of the experi­ 
ment stations. 
It w’as recently 
demonstrated by careful chemical 
analysis that Texas salt is as good 
as Michigan salt, or even better.

PUBLIC LAND LAWS. 


President Sends a Message ta Congress 
Relating te Them. 
W ashington, Dec. 
17. — President 
Roosevelt sent to congress Monday a 
special m essage on the subject of pub­ 
lic land laws. 
The president »ays the 
developm ents of the past year em pha­ 
size with increasing force tho need of 
vigorous and Im mediate action to re­ 
cast public land laws and adapt them 
to the actual situation. 
The tim ber and stone act had dem­ 
onstrated conclusively th at its effect is 
to turn over the public tim ber lands to 
great corporations. 
It has don? enor­ 
mous harm ; it is no longer needed and 
should be repealed. 
The desert laud act results so fre­ 
quently in fraud and so com paratively 
seldom in making homes on the lands 
th at it demands radical amendment. 
Tho 
commutaltion 
clause 
of 
the 
hom estead net serves in a m ajority of 
cases to defeat the purpose of the 
hom estead itself, which is to facilitate 
settlem ent and create homes 
The r e s id e n t 
cays he is gravely 
concerned at the extremely unsatislac­ 
tory condition of the public land laws 
and prevalance of fraud under their 
present provisions.

Congressm an Sheppard W ants P a rt of 
A p p ro p ria tio n T hus Used. 
Washington, Dec. 17. — Representa­ 
tive Slieppard introduced a bill di­ 
recting the department of agriculture 
to devote part of the money in the ap­ 
propriations bill for fighting insects 
to further experiment against the cot­ 
ton boll worm. 
This insect has joined 
forces with the boil weevil in many 
sections and its devastating work is 
on the increase. 
Mr. Sheppard has 
been at work i i the fight against the 
boll worm for five years and has pros­ 
pects that the department next sum 
mer will make extensive investiga 
tions looking to the elimination of this 
pest. 


NAVAL PROMOTIONS 


Present System Is Reviewed and Nee 
essary Legislation Urged. 
W ashington, 
Dec. 
17. — President 
Roosevelt sent a special m essage to 
congress Monday on naval personnel. 
T he president reviews the present sys­ 
tem of prom otion of officers in the 
navy and calls the attention of con­ 
gress to the urgent, necessity of such 
legislation as will cause officers of the 
line to reach grades of captains and 
rear adm irals a t less advanced ages 
and will give them more experience 
and training in the im portant duties 
of these grades.
